THE PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


THE first annual meeting of the Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Provident Association closes a 
year in which a very fair start has been made. 
The next year should see an increase to above 
five hundred members, and it depends upon 
those already associated in this organization to 
say whether this shall be accomplished. If 
each person now a member secures one new 
member, the work is done, and while many 
will not do even this much, others should be 
able to do so much more as to bring up the 
average. ‘‘ Ten times one is ten”—if any one 
in the trade does not know what this means, 
let him take down Mr. Hale’s little book of this 
title from the shelves and read up on it. 

The insurance companies attack this method 
of insurance, and much is to be said on both 
sides. Each system has both advantages and 
disadvantages which the other has not, The 
first merits of the codperative system are that 
it fritters away no money in unnecessary ex- 
penses, accumulates no surplus for others to 
enjoy, and permits no defalcations. The chief 
argument against it is the possible lack of per- 
manency incident to so purely voluntary an 
organization, but this is met by the facts of the 
long continuance of many such organizations, 
as shown in the report of the Jeweller’s League, 
and of the failure of many regular companies. 
Nothing is certain in this life, even life insur- 
ance, but we put it to members of the trade 
that membership in this trade guild is, on the 
whole, a most desirable thing.

It is proposed by the Committee of the A. B. 
T. A.on the Centennial Exhibit to turn over 
certain moneys left in their hands to the Mer- 
chants’ Fund of Philadelphia. We suggest that 
it might be more satisfactory to the trade at 
large if any such sum should be paid into the 
treasury of the Provident Association connect- 
ed with the trade from which the’ money came. 
The Association is not now organized to hold 
any considerable fund, and this is, in one way, 
an advantage of its plan of insurance, but there 
is no reason why there should not be added to 
it a separate fund, under the care of trustees, to 
help deserving members of the trade in sick- 
ness and old age. There-are such funds con- 
nected with the English trade, thanks to lega- 
cies, gifts, and subscriptions from leading 
houses, and the Philadelphia surplus might 
wisely be made the nucleus of such an institu- 
tion here.

BOOKSELLERS’ AND STATIONERS’ 
PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


FIRST ANNUAL MEETING. 


THE first annual meeting of this association 
was held at Science Hall, New York, on Wed- 
nesday, June 2d, 1880. 

President C. T. Dillingham, in behalf of the 
Board of Trustees, submitted the following re- 


_ port, which was unanimously adopted : 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE ASSOCIATION: , Your 
Board of Trustees in presenting this their first 
annual report, congratulates you upon the in 
creasing prosperity and excellent financial con- 
dition of the association. 

The increase in membership has been steady 
and the assessments have been paid, in nearly 
every case, with a most gratifying promptness. 
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The Board has held regular:monthly meetings 
on the last Wednesday in each month, at which 
applications for membership have been received 
and acted upon, and such other business trans- 
acted as came before it. 

In accordance with Article VIII., Section 2, 
the Board elected as assistant Vice-Presidents, 
E. D. Hardy, Boston ; Frank W. Wood, Phila- 
delphia, and R. K. Smith, Chicago. 

The association was incorporated under the 
laws of the State of New York, and certificate 
of the same issued by the County Clerk on 
August 3oth, 1879. 

Under direction of the Board, the Treas- 
urer and Secretary each furnished a satisfactory 
bond in the amount of two thousand dollars, 
The present membership of the association is 
237. The original signers of the call for a 
meeting to organize the association numbered 
283, of which 154 afterward joined as charter 
members. The number of applicants for mem- 
bership up to and including May 26th, the last 
meeting of the Board, was 94: Ninety-one of 
whom were accepted, and three were rejected 
on account of physical disabilities. 

The names of four members were erased from 
the books of the association, on account of non- 
payment of assessments. During the year from 
March 2gth, 1879 (the date of the first meeting 
and organization of the association), to March 
2oth, 1880, we were called upon to pay three 
death losses. Since that time there has been 
reported to the Board the death of two mem- 
bers, upon which the collection and payment of 
the death loss is in progress.

The Board desires to call your attention to the 
fact that a large proportion of our members 
have not presented a single candidate, and some 
few of those members: have complained that, 
notwithstanding our steady healthy growth, we 
do not grow rapidly enough. Our growth de- 
pends entirely upon our own exertions, and if 
our members could be induced to redouble their 
efforts to secure new. members and each pro- 
pose the name of at least one, there could be 
no complaint in regard to growth. One of the 
most prosperous organizations similar to ours re- 
ported at its first annual meeting a member- 
ship of but 132; at its second annual meeting 
297, and at its third annual meeting 563, and 
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there can be no good reason why.our member- 
ship should not increase as rapidly. Some of 
the advantages of our system of benefiting sur- 
vivors are: 

That each member instead of making large 
yearly payments for the purpose of accumulat- 
ing a large sum to be invested for a profit to be 
paid out in expenses, retains his money for his 
own use until he is called upon to pay it out in 
small sums on the death of members. 

The experience of similar organizations that 
have been in existence for many years is that 
the cost of insurance by our system, is about one 
quarter of the rate per thousand dollars charged 
by the insurance companies. By our system of 
insurance a member pays for nothing but in- 
surance, and if he drops out, or an association 
should collapse for want of proper support, he 
loses nothing as he has entrusted nothing to it 
for future contingencies, and his insurance being 
so cheap he has daily received the value of his 
money. 

The payments being but $1.10 at a time, it is 
much easier to carry insurance by our system 
than by the large yearly payments required by 
the insurance companies. 

To achieve the success we are entitled to ex- 
pect, we need the individual assistance of every 
member in endeavoring to increase our mem- 
bership. And it is hoped that with this assist- 
ance which each member is pledged to render 
we will soon reach our maximum of member- 
ship. 

On account of the many attacks made on co- 
operative insurance by the insurance companies, 
your Board deems it expedient to introduce in 
this report the following extract from the able 
report of the Executive Committee of the Jewel- 
ers’ League : 

‘** We reiterate the statement made in our last 
report to the effect that, notwithstanding the 
advancing age of our members, and consequent 
increased mortality rate, with a corresponding 
recurrence of assessments, that our system of 
benefits is obtained at one quarter of the cost of 
insurance in regular insurance companies. Our 
accession of new members from year to year, 
although it cannot prevent, will retard the ad- 
vancing age of the aggregate membership, but 
when we have possibly arrived at mature years, 
the longer-lived members, in taking a retrospect 
of the years when they have enjoyed the bene- 
fits of the League, and realize how cheaply they 
have been purchased (which will then be a 
known fact), will experience more gratification 
in the knowledge of benefits given and gotten in 
the past, than could possibly be had in a present 
apprehension that the mortality rate of our 
membership will so increase that the assessments 
may become burdensome. When a member be- 
comes so old that he has paid more than his 
beneficiaries will receive at his death, if he does 
not care to pay further, he has the option of 
dropping out and giving his place to some new 
member who wi// be willing to pay for the same 
low-priced contingent benefits which the older 
member has been availing himself of. Odd in- 
deed would it sound to heara merchant de- 
nounce the fire insurance company in which he 
was insured because his store or stock was not 
burned during the year just closed. The benefit 
derived for the money expended in /ife insurance 
may be observed by a glance at the annual life 
insurance reports. In 1876, the total income of 
all the Massachusetts companies was over $99,- 
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000,000, while the total payments to policy hold- 
ers for losses, matured endowments, dividends, 
etc., were about $65,000,000. Of the balance 
of $34,000,000, nearly $12,000,000 were absorb- 
ed in expenses. We purpose saving our pro- 
portion of these expenses by doing our own 
work. 

‘* We quote from one of the insidious docu- 
ments being circulated over the country and 
especially in the West, a fifty-page essay, by one 
Isidor Bush, entitled ‘ Fraternal Endowments ; 
or, A Treatise on Co-operative Life Insur- 
ance.’ We quote, as follows : 

‘* “ Life insurance, under one system or another, 
is a mathematical problem ; and mathematical 
truths especially cannot be established or dis- 
proved by mere words, however eloquent, and 
cannot be controlled by our wishes ; nor does it 
prove one or the other system, or both, to be 
wrong, that so many companies of either or 
both kinds have failed. This proves that no 
system is safe if mismanaged, or, what is 
worse, if managed by dishonest officers.’ 

‘“‘ This is said in the early pages of his essay, 
where the reader is led to become interested by 
the apparent candor of his statements, in order 
that he may have the life insurance companies’ 
wedge enter the unsuspecting reader’s under- 
standing the more readily at the blows of his 
verbal mallet which follow, to the effect, that our 
system is an untried experiment, is ephemeral, 
is short-lived, etc., etc. We shall show that the 
intimation above, that so many companies of 
both kinds have failed, is true, certainly, of the 
life insurance companies, and in regard to the 
longevity of societies similar to ours, the facts of 
history are too stubborn to be overborne by 
either words or figures, and so long as the fact 
stands, that with due observance of the essential 
principles of co-operation, mutual organizations 
have outlived the longest-lived life insurance 
companies, it cannot be truthfully stated that 
the co-operative system is a failure. The Ami- 
cable Life Assurance Company, of London, was 
founded in Queen Anne’s reign, in the year 
170, and is the oldest of its kind in the world. 
The Defoe Friendly Benefit Society was organ- 
ized in 1687, nineteen years previous, and is 
still living and prosperous, within seven years 
of 200 years old. In Great Britain there are 
over sixty associations each over 100 years old. 
Five of them were organized in England earlier 
than 1720, making them now each 160 years old 
at least. There are now over 4,000,000 mem- 
bers of such societies in that kingdom. In 
Denmark there are over 1,000,000 persons in- 
sured on the co-operative plan, and the laws of 
the country are so framed as to give special pro- 
tection to this method. 

‘To provide for those we love, even after 
death, is an idea that attracts and is cherished 
by the noblest men, and are we not justified, in 
a free and enlightened country, in determining 
by what methods we shall honestly provide for 
them? Yet notice again what the life insurance 
essayist says : 

““* Our State governments have recognized 
the regular life insurance companies as impor- 
tant and legitimate institutions, worthy of their 
special care and attention ; while, on the con- 
trary, a relentless war is waged against ‘ co-oper- 
ative insurance’ and the assessment plan. In 
lectures and articles for the press, by many re- 
sponsible, able and honorable men in the pro- 
fession, it is denounced in the severest terms, 
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and ‘the aid of State insurance departments is 
invoked for their suppression.’ 

‘“‘In other words, when the life insurance 
companies inaugurated their frauds and chican- 
ery, the State governments recognized them, 
and, prompted by those who had suffered, passed 
stringent laws for their guidance and control, 
and they now have the temerity, the insolence 
to threaten to invoke the aid of these same State 
insurance departments to suppress us. Our rise 
in this country, our numbers and strength, 
arouse their envy as well as their rivalry. 

“‘ Writers of these subtle and suphistried pam- 
phiets in the insurance interest give our co-oper- 
ative organizations about twenty years of exist- 
ence, notwithstanding the solid precedents we 
have in the older countries—and they support 
their statements with solid columns of figures. 
We again quote : 

‘“** But, admitting that the dissolution of such 
co-operative societies, or of their insurance 
schemes, after about twenty years’, or, perhaps, 
twenty-five years’ operation, is no wrong, fer se ; 
admitting even that it was a safe and cheap insur- 
ance for that time, and commendable for those 
few who desired none for a longer period ; admit- 
ting all this and more, is this dissolution, this 
evident result, not distressing for the true friends 
and for the majority of the members of these 
benevolent associations, and is it not short- 
sighted: to persist in this suicidal system, when, 
by a minute adjustment, the permanency of 
these institutions and their benefits could so 
easily be secured ?’ 

‘‘For years before the panic, life policies in 
the insurance companies were kept in force but 
seven to eight years on the average, and of over 
106,000 policies terminated in 1877, in Massa- 
chusetts, the Commercial Bulletin, of Boston, 
says that but 114 per cent were by death or 
maturity, showing that 884 per cent did not re- 
alize the legitimate intentions of their system. 
Twenty years ago it was the seductive cry of the 
life insurance companies and their agents, that 
policies would become self-sustaining in eighteen 
years from their issue. Have the promises 
based on the fine figurings and reasonings of 
their renowned mathematicians and actuaries 
been fulfilled? It is just as certain that they 
have made gross miscalculations as to the longev- 
ity and durability of mutual benefit associations 
as that their wonderfully attested statistics have 
been proven false by the simple lapse of time. 

‘*In New York State, life insurance had its 
beginning about 1839. In 1859, twenty years 
later, there were eight companies. In 1869, ten 
years later, the number had increased to forty- 
one, and then was developed the weakness of life 
insurance, resulting in failure after failure, until 
there were in 1878 but fifteen remaining, five of 
these being consolidations; thirty-six out of forty- 
one insurance companies ‘ went by the board’ 
in less than forty years from the birthday of in- 
surance in this State. During the seven years, 


from 1871 to 1879 inclusive, thirty-two life com 


panies out of forty-one failed and were placed in 
the hands of receivers or consolidated with othe: 
companies. 
‘* Again, a Massachusetts life company, while 
lauding itself and its strength, says : ‘ 
‘** Since January 1st, 1858, fifty-two life in- 
surance companies that were authorized to do 
business in New York, have failed or otherwise 
ceased to do business in the State,’ 
** Also, that: 
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‘'* In the writer’s opinion, séx, at least (be- 
sides the one that recently failed), of the ¢hirty- 
jour companies mentioned in the latest ‘ New 
York Report’ (1879), are weak, with the chances 
of ultimate failure against them. TZwelve are 
unquestionably strong and reliable, while the re- 
maining fifteen may be rated as fair or indi ffer- 
ent. 

‘* And further, that : ; 

‘** No one can thoughtfully consider the start- 
ling figures without being seriously impressed by 
a sense of the suffering entailed upon over /we 
hundred thousand families, during the last five 
years, by the forfeiture of $587,000,000 of in- 
surance in companies of other States. Yet these 
figures would be vastly increased by the statis- 
tics of previous years; and the experience of 
each succeeding year will swell the formidable 
aggregate, and lengthen the list of unfortu- 
nates.’ . 

‘Under the guise of advice to societies 
organized on our plan, wherefrom they may 
learn of their ephemeral character, and of the 
untried nature of the experiment, the essayist 
whom we first quoted finishes off his essay with 
the advice that : 

‘** Members of such societies will do well to 
consider whether theirs is not one which merely 
assumes the name and garb of benevolence, and 
whether it is not a fraud that must fail—just as 
the unsound, extravagant, mismanaged or dis- 
honest similar concerns and life insurance com- 
panies which have failed—and whether they had 
not better look to the now well-sifted remaining 
sound and reliable life insurance institutions, 
which proved tu be trustworthy, as a safer and 
in the end cheaper protection for their families 
in case of death.’ 

‘And it occurs to us to ask just here if any- 
body knows how many life insurance presidents 
and other officers have been imprisoned or 
punished after conviction for defalcations, frauds 
and perjury in their statements of assets. But 
to resume our discussion : when 70 per cent of 
the old style life insurance companies that exist- 
ed in this country thirteen years ago have with- 
drawn from the field, consolidated, or been stop- 
ped by the State authorities, we begin to think 
there must be something defective in ¢ha/ system, 
and if the sifting process is still to be carried on, 
as the continuance of failures would indicate, it 
appears very doubtful if it would be wise to fol- 
low Mr. Bush's advice, especially when we have. 
irom an authority sufficiently authentic to be 
used by the Premier of England in the House of 
Commans, viz,: the Post Magazine Almanac, the 
statement—that from 1844 to 1871 inclusive, 
\here were projected 783 assurance companies ; 
\uere were founded 397; ceased to exist 361. 


That is in England, where life assurance has had | 


an existence of 174 years. 

_ ‘* We have been more explicit than heretofore 
in our refutation of insurance reasoning, and for 
the reason that we have been hindered in our 
accumulation of members by the denunciatory, 
spiteful spirit in which our mutual benefit organ- 
izations have been attacked as a class by the 
well-paid writers of insurance articles and pam- 
phlets. Several cases have been brought to our 
nouce where gentlemen fresh from the reading 
of such documents have assailed us with their

POSTAL MATTERS. 


DECISIONS AFFECTING PUBLISHERS, FROM 
APRIL 20 TO MAY 20. 





[From U. S. Official Postal Guide, June. ] 


334. NEWSDEALERS are entitled to mail at the 
pound rates to other newsdealers, or to a branch 
of their own offices, any regular publications of 
the second class. If any other class of matter 
is included in the packages, the postage must 
be prepaid at the higher rate. 

342. “Sample copies” of any publication may 
be mailed at the pound rates, but they must be 
bond fide sample copies, and not advertiser's 
copies, having a portion of the regular matter 
taken out and special advertisements inserted 
in place thereof. 

345. Back numbers of the current volume of 
any second-class matter may be mailed at the 
pound rates. 

353. There is no reason perceived why, under 
the same conditions, a publisher who originates 
second-class matter, and also deals in it, should 
not receive equal consideration in mail facilities 
with the news-agent who simply deals in sec- 
ond-class matter, but produces none. A _ pub- 
lisher, therefore, of a legitimate second-class 
publication, who purchases for his subscribers 
a certain portion of an edition of another sec 
ond-class publication, whether the same be a 
campaign or vearly edition, is to be treated as a 
“news agent” under section 1go, P. L. & R., 
1879, and he may receive such matter through 
the mail in bulk from the publisher, and dis- 
tribute the same with his own publication.

PRANG CHRISTMAS CARD COM- 
PETITION. 

THE Christmas card competition, taking in- 
to consideration the short space of time allowed, 
and the fact of its being the initial affair of the 
kind of any great importance, has been so suc- 
cessful that Prang & Co., through the same 
managers, will shortly issue circulars for the 
next one, so that all who wish to compete will 
have plenty of time to prepare. It is expected 
that the exhibition of the competing designs for 
Christmas cards for the winter of 1881 will take 
place in April or May of that year. The prizes 
will probably be the same as this year’s—one of 
$1000, one of $500, one of $300 and one of $2aQp. 
It is almost certain that a special prize of $1000 
will be offered for the best design for an Easter 
card. Messrs. Prang & Co. haye purchased 
over fifty of the best of the designs which were 
not the fortunate ones in the present competi- 
tion. Among the principal designs purchased 
from the present competition since our last ac- 
count are those by Felix Régamey, W. Hamil- 
ton Gibson and Walter Satterlee. The fact that 
the exhibition had over three hundred visitors 


last Saturday shows that it attracts considerable 
interest. 





PUBLISHING IN JAPAN. 


A WELL-KNOWN publisher and bookseller 
in the capital has furnished us with the follow- 
ing figures, which may be of interest to some 
readers. The expenses of publishing a small 
book of eighty Japanese pages, rather smaller 
than 32mo, are as follows : Copying manuscript 
for the press, 4-00 yen ;* cost of copper plates, 
14°00 yen ; cost of cutting copper plates, 30-00 ; 
fee to scholar for writing preface, 5-00 yen; 
cost of wrapper, 0-90; total 53-90 yen. All 
that remains is the printing and binding. The 
cost of these items, including the price of paper, 
was seven yen for every hundred copies of the 
work. ' Five hundred copies were printed at 
first, and the total cost was thus brought up to 
88-go-yen, or nearly eighteen sent per copy. 
The published price was thirty yen, and the 
book was put on the market at twenty-three and 
a half sen, thus giving the author a profit of 
about six sen for each volume. Asa matter of 
fact, on a sale of one thousand copies the au- 
thor, we are informed, received eighty yen—by 
no means an encouragement to him to re-enter 
the thorny paths of literature. One noticeable 
item inthe foregoing account is that of payment 
to a Scholar for writing the preface. It is al- 
most a universal custom. in Japan to employ 


some person of reputation, generally as a. 


scholar, to commend a work to readers; and 
with some scholars this has become a regular 
trade. It is not always, nor even generally, 
necessary that the writer of the preface should 
have any special knowledge of the subject of 
the'volume which he praises. When we find 
Shimadzu Saburo writing a few prefatory re- 
marks ‘to a book against Christianity, we feel 
quite sure that his name was selected for some 
reason other than the Satsuma chieftain’s pos- 
session of theological knowledge. 

A few more items of infotmation from the same 
source may be of interest. Ten thousand copies 
is considered an‘ excellent circulation for an 
otdinaty work, but’ some elementary school_

lished in the early years of the present reign. 
The reason for its popularity is that thirst for 


knowledge of foxeign countries which was, and 
is, potent among the reading classes. 
The introduction of movable type and for- 


eign paper is gradually working a revolution 


in the printing establishments of old Japan. 


The vast majority of new books are now 


printed on foreign paper—on both sides of the 
paper—and bound in boards; but it is doubtful 
whether the old system can ever be entirely dis- 
placed by its modern rival. Modern changes 


have not been in all respects advantageous to 


the literary classes—or rather to the purveyors 
of literature. In old days, daimios and other 
wealthy or influential men in Japan contributed 
munificently to the support of men of arts and 
letters, as well as to the issue of their works, 


but we fear there are few Mzcenz of this de. 


scription now remaining. It is, therefore, to be 
wished that the facilities and encouragements 
to literary men to publish their researches could 
be rendered greater by better chances of emol- 
ument. There are numbers of great men of 
the old school whom modern advance and 
changes have put on the shelf, who would be 
doing the country a service, and supporting be- 
comingly their former positions, by recording 
their personal and traditional experiences of 
the arts and events of the past. Men of this 
class are employed on a small pittance by the 
few foreigners who attempt to acquire even a 
moderate knowledge of the Japanese language. 
Certain trades and arts being hereditary, and 
there being hitherto no treatises on many inter- 
esting skilled employments which are now fast 
passing away, there is still plenty of work for 
those old scholars to do in transmitting to future 
generations exact records of the arts, seiences, 
sports, etc., of an ancient and erudite civiliza- 
tion.— Japan Weekly Mail. 





THE EPHRATA PRESS. 


Amonc the rarest of American books which 
bring high prices because they are curious 
rather than for any intrinsic value that they 
possess, are the productions of what is known 
as the Ephrata Press. This press was set up at 
Ephrata, Penn., a village in Lancaster County, 
twenty miles from Reading, before the Revolu- 
















ler, a venerable leader of those German Baptists 
who are known as Dunkers, or Tunkers. As 
early as 1732 these people had begun at Ephrata 
to lead a monastic sort of life ina temple and 
other buildings which they had erected on 4 
picturesque bit of ground, surrounded by 4 
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hundred acres of fertile land, that was able to 

roduce for them nearly all the necessaries of 
life. Begides these structures, they put up a 
school-house, a paper-mill, and a printing-office. 
When the Revolution began, this paper-mill 
was in full operation. Previous to the battle 
of Germantown, the, Federal soldiers carried 
away from the paper-mill three cart-loads of 
book-paper in printed sheets for use as cart- 
ridges at the battle. Printed books, also, were 
no doubt taken away, so that this has combined 
with other causes to make the Ephrata Press 
productions extremely rare. At the Brinley 
sale a single small volume, in fine condition, 
but comprising only thirty-seven pages, sold 
for $15.—Z7ribune.

SOUND PROTECTION. 


WILMINGTON, DEL., May 28, 1880. 

THE universal demoralization of'the book 
trade, which has necessitated the growing de- 
mand of the retailers, that the publishers shall 
protect them to the limit of reason and justice 
in maintaining prices for their books, still con- 
tinues—the only reply of the publishers being, 
“How can we meet the demand? how can we 
prevent A, B,orC from underselling?” The 
answer has gone back so often without effect 
that the retailers have become discouraged. 

But now as two cases in point have arisen, we 
call special attention of the publishers to them 
as a proof of the old adage that ‘‘ where there is 
a will there is a way.” 

Inthe PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY of May 15th, page 
500, is the following: ‘‘ The Esterbrook Steel 
Pen Co. have found themselves od/iged, in con- 
sequence of continual applications to them for 
wholesale dealers’ prices by consumers, to issue 
a printed circular, which it sends to all such in- 
quirers, to the effect that, for the protection of the 
trade, it has found it necessary to quote its whole- 
sale terms only to those in the stationery business 
and to dealers.” 

We know that they make fens and not docks, 
but the underlying principle of business is the 
same. 

Again, the house of H. L. Bancroft & Co., 
San Francisco, issue a new price-list with the 
following noticeconspicuously at its head: “ The 
prices quoted in the column headed Wet Retail 
Prices are those at which the trade are to sell 
at under all circumstances. We sell to the trade 
at the prices quoted in the column headed Wet 

Trade Prices, with the express understanding that 
the net retail prices will be maintained.” 

All honor to such houses ! They have thrown 
all sophistry and doubt aside, and have met the 
issue fairly and squarely, and we trust that their 


action is but the dawning of a better day for, 


the whole book trade. Now let the good work 
go bravely on, let the leading publishers but 
follow this example, or set a still better one, 
and follow it up with an average amount of 
wisdom and pluck, and the battle is won.

proper for a reference library. Dr. Cogswell 
landed in Europe with an original credit ol 
$20,000, and the first 20,000 volumes that he 
purchased cost him only $27,000. At a later 
time he was asked by gentlemen from Boston, 
who were seeking to found what is now the 
Public Library, what it would cost to buy the 
necessary books. He replied that for a collec- 
tion of 50.000 appropriate volumes, in good 
bindings, the sum of $75,000 would be neces- 
sary, provided the books were bought as good 
chances offered themselves; but if bought at 
once, the cost, he said, would be from $125,000 
to $150,000.
